Yet it was important to Bally 1 s to find just such gamblers : Casino 
management had no intention of treating chintzy players to such a lavish 
weekend, nor of inviting rank duffers to play with Willie Mays. 

To assemble the guest list, Bally's turned to its computer. There, 
tucked between the hotel room reservations and the payroll, is an 
electronic file listing the casino 's biggest spenders and losers. Along 
with such pertinent information as betting patterns and the sizes of wins 
and losses, the file contains personal information including bettors 1 
golf handicaps, clothing sizes and birth dates. 

in a few minutes, the marketing department can...

From the gambling industry's earliest days in Las Vegas, casinos 
have lavished favors on heavy bettors to keep them from moving on to 
other casinos down the street.

The value of such complimentary services, or "comps," can run as high as 
18.5 percent of casino revenues, as it did last year at the Atlantis, and 
is rarely less than 10 percent.

... that the strike has indelibly altered the ancient game of jai-alai.

are McGee and Ken and Plotkin. where once the players were hardened 
peasants from the Pyrenees Mountains who knew nothing but jai-alai, now 
many players have regular day-time jobs as well: a cop, a bank manager, a 
dentist.

... and other union leaders point out is this: There are very few American 
jai-alai players . unlike football, where thousands have played for 
hundreds of colleges across the country, there are...
